(b ) to usc or permit the use of such premises only under such condi 
tions as may be specified , or 

(c ) to refuse admission to such premises either to all foreigners or 
to any specified foreigner or class of foreigner . 
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( 2) A person to whom any direction has been given under sub -section 
( 1) shall not , while such direction remains in force , use or permit to be used any 
other premises for any of the aforesaid purposes , except with the previous per 
mission in writing of the prescribed authority and in accordance with any 
conditions which that authority may think fit to impose . 

( 3) Any person to whom any direction has been given under sub -section (1) 
and who is aggrieved thereby muy , within thirty days froin the date of such 
direction , appeal to the Central Government ; and the decision of the Central 
Government in the matter shall be final, "

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
The Foreignors Act , 1946 , has in certain respects been found inadequate 
for the effective control of foreigners in India . For example , the Azt does 
not provide power for requiring the master of a vessel or the pilot of an 
aircraft to remove a forcigner who has inude an illegal entry into India on 
any such vessel or aircraft or who hag under section 3 of the Aot been ordered 
not to remain in India . Another power the absence of which has been 
keenly felt is that of requiring a foreigner , who has been directed to leave 
India , to meet the expenses of his voyage , if hu is in position to do so ; 
for want of this power , recalcitrant foreigners evnde payment which falls on 
the general tux- puyer of Indii especially in case of foreigners whun it is found 
MPlossary to deport with as littlo clay as possible . The Aol does not also 
give power for imposing in times of emergency an obligation on A householder 
in any specified irou (6 . 4., in prohibited and protected pluces ) to report to the 
prescribed authority the presence of any foreigner in his household and to 
furnish other particulars in respect of such a foreigner . Similarly there is no 
power under the Act for closing down clubs and restaurants , etc ., frequented 
by foreigners , und in the absence of such power the police have experionced 
special difficulty in closing down gambling and opiuin dons , etc ., used by 
foreigners of criminal or disloval associntion or otherwise undesirable type. 
These powers are necessary both from the security point of view and for the 
Effective control of foreigners in general. 

2 . The object of this Bill is to amend the Foreigners Act , 1946 , so as to 
take adequate powers in respect of tho matters mentioned above.

A Bill to provide for regulating the employment of dock workers 
WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for regulating the employment of dock 
workers ; 

It is hereby enacterl ng follows : -- 

1. Short title and extent . - ( 1 ) This Aru muy he called the Dock Workers 
( Regulation of Einployment) Act, 1918 . 

( ) It extends to all the Provinces of India , 
2 . Definitions . In this Act, - 

(11 ) " curgo " includes anything curried or to be carried in a ship or 
other vessels ; 
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(6 ) " dock worker " means person employed , or to be employed , in 
any port on work in connection with the louding , unloading, movement or 
storage of cargoos ; 

(c ) " employer " , in relation to a dock worker , means the person by 
whom he is employed or to be einployed as aforesaid ; 

(a ) " Government ” means , in relation to uny major port, tho Central 
Government and , in relation to any otber port, the Provincial Government ; 

(e) " scheme" meanis & scheme made under this Act. 
3 . Scheme for ensuring regular employment of workers. - (1 ) l rovision may 
be niade by a scheme under this Art for the registration of dock workers with a 
view to ensuring greater regularity of employment and for regulating the em 
ployment of dock workers, whether registered or not, in a port 
( 2) In particular , i scheme muy provido , 

(a ) for tho application of the scheme to such classes of dock workers 
and einployers as may be specilied therein ; 

(b ) for prescribing the obligations of dock workers and employers sub 
ject to the fulfilment of which the schome may apply to them and the 
circumstances in which the scheme shall ( enge to apply to any dock work 
ers or employers ; 

(c ) for regulating the recruitinent and entry into the scheme of dock 
workers , and their registration , including the maintenance of registers , 
the removal, either temporarily or permanently , of names from the regi 
tors and the imposition of fees for registrution ; 

( d ) for regulating the employment of dock workers , whether regis 
terert or not, and the terms and conditions of such employment, including 
rates of remuneration , hours of work and conditions as to holidays and pay 
in , rcspoct thereof ; 

(e ) for securing that, in respect of periods during which employment, 
or full employment, is not nilable for dock workers to whom the scheme 
Applics and who are available for work , such workers will, subject to the 
conditions of the scheme, recoiya A minimum pay ; 

for prohibiting or restricting the employment of dock workers to 
whom the scheme does not apply and the omployment of clock workers by 
employers to whom the scheme does not apply ; 

( g ) for the training and welfare of dock workers , in so far as satis 
factory provision therefor does not exist apart from the schome; 

(h ) for the manner in which , and the persons by whom , the cost of 
operating the scheme 19 lo he defrayed ; 

(i) for constituting or prescribing the authority to be responsible for the 
administration of the scheme; 

(j) for such incidental and supplementary matters ak my be neces 
sary or expedient for the purposes of the scheme. 

( 3 ) A scheme may further provide that a contravention of any provision 
thereof shall be punishable with imprisonment for such term as may be speci 
fied but in 110 case exceeding three months in respect of a first contravention or 
six months in respect of any subsequent contravention , or with fine which mav 
extend to such nmount is mav be specified but in no case exceeding five hundrel 
rupees in respect of a first contravention or one thousand rupees in respect of 

o subsequent contravention, or with both iinprisonment aud fine As Afore 
paid . 
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4 . Maldag, variation and revocation of schemes . ( ) ) The Government may , 
by zotitication in the official Gazette and subject to the condition of previous 
publication , make one or more schemes for A port or group of ports , and inay 
in the like manner and subject to the like condition add to , amend , vary or 
l evoke any scheme made by it . 

? ) The provisions of section 29 of the General Clauses Act , 1897 ( X of 1897 ) 
shall tupply to the exercise of a power given by sub - section ( 1 ) as they apply to 
the exeroise of a power given by a Central Act to make rulos subject to the 
condition of previous publication .

(5 ) The Government may, by notification in the official Gazette, make rules 
to provide for 

( a ) the composition of the Advisory Committee ; 
( b ) the manner in which its members shall be chosen ; 
(c ) the term of office of its members ; 
(d ) the allowances, if any , payable to the members of the ( ommittee ; 
( c ) the manner in which the Advisory Cominittee shall conduct its 

business, including number of members to be present at a meet 
thereof in order to constitute u quorun . 

6 . Inspectors . - - ( 1) The Clovernment way , by notification in the official 
( tazette , appoint such persous as it thinks fit to be Inspectors for the purposes 
of this Act at such ports als may be specificd in the notification , 

(e ) Every Inspector shall be deemed to be a public servant within the 
mcaning of the Indian Ponal Code , 1880 (XIV of 1860 ) . 
(3 ) An Inspector may, at any port for which he is appointed , - 

( a ) enter , with such assistance ( if any ) as he thinks fit , any premises 
or vessel where dock workers are employed ; 

( b ) require any authority or person to produce any register, muster 
ull or other document relating to the employment of dock rokers , and 
examine sich document; 
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(c ) take on the spot or otherwise the evidency of any person for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the provisions of any scheme made for 
the port are , or have been , complied with . 

7. Cognizance of offences. — ( 1) No Court shall take cognizunce of any 
offence made punishable by a scheme or of any abetment thereof, except on 
& report in writing of the facts constituting such offence or abetinent made by 
an Inspector or by a person specially authorised in this behalf by the Govern 
ment. 

( 8) Notwithstanding anything conta nerl in the Code of Criminal Procedure , 
1998 ( V of 1898 ), an offence made punishable by a schemo or an abetment 
thereof shall be triable only by u l residency Magistrate or n Magistrate of the 
first class .

The demand for dock labour is intermittent depending on the arrival and 
departure of vessels , the size and nature of their curgo as well 119 scasonal and 

clienl Huctuations. In the porty , therefore , there is usually labour in excess 
of minimum requirement , And the gener: ) tendeilly ) 011 the part of employers 
is to ensule larger re9CTV - s thun necessary in order to provide ample inurgin 
against emergencies. The main lirublum connected with Jock lubour is to 
deyish mrbures so as to reduce the lindylıp lue lo memuligmant or under 
en ployment in the utmost extent lo - sille The Hivyal Commiss out on Libour 
recommended us far back in 1981 thut a policy otdecasalisation sliould be 
adopted with a view to regulate the numbers of dock Tubers in Hecordance 
wirlip replients and to ensure that the sliniribut on ol cmployinent depends 
not of the (nprive ut intermeilinricm , lout on ? Syuton whichi 119 for as possible 
gives all elicient inen an equul shure . Governinent hul accepted the recom 
mendation and efforts were made to induce Port Trusts to formulate necessary 
scheines of decasualisation . The voluntary attempt WUB not, however , & 
SUUCOHA and Acheine for compulsory registration was formulated in 1989 but 
wus not proceeded with due to the outbrenk of war. 

2 . Although the operation of curtain measures introduced during the war , 
guch as rationing and organised distribution of food supplies , fncilitated the 
registration of labour at major ports , the problein , in the main , has remained 
unsolved . It is now proposed to undertake legislntion giving power to the 
Central Government in respect of major ports and to the Provincial Govern 
mento in respect of other ports , to fruino & scheine for the registration of 

lock workers with a view to sccuring greater regularity of employment and 
for regulnting the employment of rock workers whetlicr registered or not, in B 
port. In particular, the scheme may provide inter alia for the terms and 
conditions of employment of workers whether registered or not , including 
rates of remuneration , hours of work and conditions us to paid holidavg . Itt 
may also provide for payment to registered workera of ininimum pay for days. 
o which work may not be availablo to them and for their training and welfare . 

8 . Provision is also made in the 13ill for the constitution of a Advisory 
Committee consisting of not more than 15 members representing the Govern 
ment, the dock workers and the emplovers of dock workers in equal proportion . 
In the framing and administration of the schemes the appropriate Government 
will take the advice of this Committee .

The Tutan l atents and Dest ) (Extensiou of Tinie ) Act , 1942 (X of 1942 ), 
was passel lo ennble the Controller of Patents and Designs to grant extended 
time to applicants und patentuos u India for doing certain acts which could not 
be done in the prescribed time ull account of the war or due to circumstances 
arising out of the war This ist rcma noc in loice up to the 31st March 1947. 
The International Jndustrial Property Union Conference held at Neuchatel in 
Fehrunis luft agreed that delays due to war were still sufficient to justify cmer 
gency extensions of time limit and an agreement was signed by 25 countries 
Werely true for filing overdue convention Applications is extended to the 31st 
December 1947 and the tinc fui iloing wther acts until 30th June 1948 . The 
Government of United Knigdom hrve pointed out that the grant of extensions 
under the United Kingdom Emergency Legislation to Indian nationals is 
dependent upon similar extensions being tanted in India to United Kingdom 
nationnls , and that the position is similar in the U . S . A , and many other foreign 
countries Tu ricw of this , the Government of India have decided to extend 
the period of operation of the Act referred to above . As it was not possible 
at thn time the decision was taken to introduce a Bill in the Legislature , an 
Ordinance continuing the operation of the Act up to 31st October 1947 only 
was issued . This (Bill seeks to amend Act X of 1942 so as to extend its period 
tip to 80th June 1948 as in other countries .

This uionding Ordinanoo was promulgated in order to prevent 
certain malpractices on the part of unscrupulous landlords who were taking undas 
advantage of some promption providul in the Delhi and Ajmer -NIOWY Rent Con 
trol Act, 1947 , and charging exorhitant ronts and otherwise exploiting their tenants , 
It is essential that the provisions of the amonding Ordinance should be incorporated 
into an amending Act so that thoy may continuo in force after Maroh 1948 .

WHAREAS it is expedient to amond the Foroign Exchango Regulation 
Act , 1947 (VII of 1947 ), for the purpose horeinaftor appearing ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows - 

1. Short title . - This Act may be called the Foreign Exchange Rogulation 
Amendment ) Act, 1947 .

A doubt has arigon whethor the power under section 8 ( 1 ) of the Foreign 
Exchany Regulation Act , 1947 , to prohibit the import of bullion into India oxtends 
to bullion brought into a port or place in India but intended to be taken elowhere 
without being removed from the ship or oonveyance in whioh it is carried . The 
object of the amendment is to make it olear that the provision in section 8 ( 1) applieg 
to such cases also .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
To meet the acute shortage of accommodation in New Delhi, the Govern 
ment of India promulgated an Ordinance known as The Delhi Premises 
(Requisition and Eviction ) Ordinance , 1947 on the 13th August , 1947 for the 
the umption of certain powers relating to : 

( a ) the requisition of premiges in Delhi ; 

(h ) eviction of tenants from Clovernment uccoinnointion in cares 
where auch tenants roupier this sceommodation in in unauthorised 
manner . 
This Ordinance 16 valid only for 6 months . 

2 The acute state of the housing position has not in any way eased but it 
has on the other hand become more serious and demands for office as well as 
residential accommodation are on the incrocbo . As several freign Embassies 
have been established in the capital city, it has become incumbent on the 
( overnment of India to provide them at least the minimum of accommoda 
tiny required by them . Moreover the large influx of retugees from the 
L alzintar areas , the creation of new Organisations , such as tho Rehabilitation 
Ministry and the Ministry without Portfolio , and the uxpansion of some of the 
Vristries and Departments have added to Govt . s responsibility of finding out 
sufficient accommodation The Govt . of India s decision to help the East 
Punjab Govt by bringing down to Delhi some of their offices from Simla has 
also aggruvated the housing situation in Delhi. 

It is , therefore , ubsolutely necessary to replace this ordinanco by an 
Art of the Dominion Legislature so that the power Vested in the Government 
of India by the Ordinance may continue so long us this present acuth shortage 
of Accommodation in Delhi continues
